Conferees declare that the policy 
Of exclusion is fixed; that their sole 
object is to prevent the unnecessary 
embarrassment of the president in 
«his handling of foreign relatione.. 
A white house statement that Pres­ 
ident Goolidge is in favor of exclud­ 
ing Japanese, as courteously as pos­ 
sible, but still excluding them, and 
the strong intimation 
that 
he will 
sign the new immigration bill contain­ 
ing the exclusion clause, aroused con­ 
siderable «peculation here as to the 
«status of h’ecr tary of State Hughes. 
Outwardly, at least, the president arid 
•his secretary of state are thus dis­ 
closed to be on opposite sides of cue 
cf the nio«i important questions of 
«foreign policy that in.; come up in 
years. 
Certainly it 
is the gravest 
foreign issue that has confronted Mr 
Goolidge. 
Secretary Hughes has consistently 
opposed any legislation that 
would 
bar the Japanese by statute.

leaders in the senate expressed the 
opinion that Pre.-.i lent Coolidge will 
be sustained In his veto of the Bur- 
sum-Fuller pension bill. 
The matter will be called up in the 


senate tomorrow. 
The bill provides 
for increases in the pensions of the 
veterans cf ail wars up to and in­ 


cluding 
the 
Spanish-American 
wax, 
and of widows and dependents of vet­ 
erans of all wars from 1812 to 1902. 
Civil war veterans would have their 
pensions increased from $50 to $72 
a month and their widows, now get­ 
ting $30 a month, would receive $2-5 
and $45 a month, dependent on age. 
Veterans 
of 
Spanish-Amerlcan war 
and other wars, excepting the world 
war, and their widows would receive 
proportionate increase. 
Senator Bursum (hop., N. M.), au­ 
thor of the bill, sail today he expect­ 
ed the senate to override the preai- 
lent’s veto. 
He pointed to the vote 
of 5L to Is. by which the senate passed 
the measure last month. 
The house 
approved the measure without a rec­ 
ord vote. 
President Coolidge, in his message, 
said that he objected primarily to the 
bill because It would entail an “ un­ 
warranted expenditure of the money 
of the taxpayer« at a time when the 
burden on the taxpayers must not be 
increased; it must be decreased.” He 
added: 
"The desire to d-o justice to 
pensioners, however great their merit, 
must be attended by some solicitude 
to do justice to taxpayers. 
The ad­ 
vantage of a daes can not be greater 
than the welfare of the nation.” 
A 
similar 
pension 
measure 
was 
passed by the last congress and ve­ 
toed by President Harding 
on 
the 
grounds of economy and also on the 
grounds that it was loosely drawn 
and would have put on the pension 
roll almost every widow of a Civil 
war veteran, regardless of when she 
w m married. 
Members of the Ohio congressional 
delegation say they are ready to as­ 
sist in overriding the veto of the Bur­ 
sum bill. 
The Buckeye 
state 
has 
more pensioners than any other state 
in the Union, which is said to be one 
reason for the standpat attitude of 
the Ohio members.

Old :Documents Indicate 
Chinese Found America 
In 1761 the distinguished sinologist, 
De Gulges, published u paper w'hich 
he had found In the works of early 
Chinese historians, in which appeared 
the statement that in the Fifth cen­ 
tury certain travelers of their race 
had discovered a country which they 
called “Fu-sang,” which from the dis­ 
tance and direction described by them 
appears to have been northwest Amer­ 
ica. The original document, according 
to the author of “Fu-sang, or the Dis­ 
covery of America by Chinese Priests 
in the Fifth Century,” was the report 
of the priest-missionary, Hosll-Shln. 
In the year 499 A. D., who returned 
from a long journey to the East. The 
report was entered in the year book 
of the Chinese empire, and while the 
evidence offered is limited, it has 
every appearance of being a serious 
state document. 
Archie Bell, In his “Sunset Canada: 
British Columbia and Beyond,” says 
there Is a history of Vancouver Island 
that Is clouded in the vapor and In­ 
cense of China. 
The stranger or the 
“native” of Vancouver Island quicks­ 
and constantly observes the resem­ 
blance of the Indians, to the Chinese 
and Japanese. 
Merely circumstantial 
evidence would point to very early 
visits of Chinese voyagers to this coast 
—whether Intent on voyages of discov­ 
ery, or In ships driven across the Pa­ 
cific by storms Is a matter of specu­ 
lation. Chinese Junks and vessels were 
Mown across the Pacific as late as 
the .ast century, and the sailors cap­ 
tured and enslaved by the Indians.—

In the case of males the operation 
of castration Improves the quality of 
the meat and prevents the develop­ 
ment of undesirable odors as well as 
doing away with the danger of indis­ 
criminate breeding In the herd.

ing is no longer practiced to any gn at 
extent as it has little influence on the 
quality of the meat.

mended that whenever p^s-dhle the «e-

MAKING IT HARD FOR BANK CROOKS 


Ho w the Natio n’s Bo nkers Are Banded To g ether in War 
o n Crime— The Great Cro o k Trap and 
the Way It Wo rks.

The slick g entry who hav e been wo nt to walk into bank* 
and mesmerize pay ing tellers into g iv ing them g o o d cash fo r 
wo rthless checks hav e recently beco me aware 
of the fact that 
their o peratio ns are daily g ro wing mo re difficult. 
Cro o ks 
who 
hav e o perated with apparent immunity fo r 
years hav e su dden w 
fo und themselv es caug ht in the meshes o f what amo unts 
to a 
natio n wide cro o k trap. 
To sho w ho wr effectiv ely this is no w’ w’o rking , o ne o f the 
big g est fig ures amo ng the wo rthless check o perato rs, a man 
who claims to hav e defrauded do zens o f banks and realized 
mo re than $3 0 0 ,0 0 0 fro m his o peratio ns, recently fell into the 
to ils o f the trap. 
Realizing that he was ho pelessly caug ht, he 
made a co mplete co nfessio n. 
This trap is condu cted by the Pro­ 
tectiv e Department of the American 
Bankers Association, which inclu des 
in its memb ership more thajn 22,000 
b anks that are thu s leagu ed In a 
perpetual warfare against the army 
of bank crooks scattered throu ghou t 
the natio n. 
A Dramatic Arrest 
A dramatic illu stration of the work­ 
ings of the association’s detective 
department was recently staged in 
Bu ffalo, 
N. 
Y., 
resu lting In the 
su dden downfall 
of a pair of check 
swindlers and ter­ 
minating a year’s 
su ccessfu l opera­ 
tions in some fif­ 
teen cities in va­ 
riou s sections of 
the cou ntry. 
The pair b egan 
their 
operations 
in Bu ffalo in the 
middle of Janu ­ 
ary, one of them 
appearing at the 
special 
savings 
accou nt 
window 
of a b ank there. 
He presented a cou nter check on the 
b ank for $7,5.60, together wit,h a de­ 
posit slip filled in for $20.60. 
He also 
presented a second deposit slip for 
$3, proffering with it $3 in cu rrency. 
He told the teller that he wanted to 
deposit the two items, that is, $3 in 
cash and $20.60 ou t of the check, to 
the credit of his wife, explaining that 
he had forgotten to b ring her b ook 
b u t wou ld retu rn with it later. 
His 
cash and the check were accepted, 
totaling $78.60. 
From this su m liis 
wife’s su pposed accou nt was credited 
with $23.60, the total of the two de­ 
posit slips, and he was given $55 cash 
in change. 
After the man left the b ank the 
teller b ecame su spiciou s du e to his 
prolonged failu re to retu rn as he had 
promised with his wife’s deposit b ook. 
On investigation the check he had 
left was fou nd to b e worthless. 
The 
b ank commu nicated with the local 
detective office of the association, 
giving a complete description of the 
man. 
The Alarm Is Given 
Later that same day the detective 
office received another report from a 1 lean Bankers Association with the re- 
second b ank that it had b een similarly j su lt ^ lat 
other b anks in the terri- 
defrau ded b y a man answering the tory wei*e warned against him and 
were pu t on gu ard. 
Therefore, when 
he walked into a Boston b ank to con­ 


stru cted to take steps to detain him 
in the b ank. 
Early the next afternoon the tele 
phone rang in the detective office and 
a message came from a third b ank 
that they thou ght the man was in its 
lob b y. 
Three detectives ru shed to 
the b ank in an au tomob ile which had 
b een held continu ou sly in waiting 
Two of the detectives covered the 
entrances of the b ank and the third 
went into the lob b y. 
He at once 
noticed a short, well dressed man 
standing at 
orte 
iade and 
watch 
tag 
the 
line 
of 
people at the teli 
ers’ windows 
la 
the line he no 
ticed a large man. 
answering 
t h e 
description of the 
b ad check opera 
tor he was seek 
ing. 
T he detective 
approached

Atsignsof his pu tting u p a figh* 
the detective grappled with him and 
called to his two associates at the 
doors to arrest the other man whom 
he had noticed as he entered.

nation wide crook trap. 
To show how effectively this is now working, one of the 
biggest figures among the worthless check operators, a man 
who claims to have defrauded dozens of banks and realize.! 
more than $300,000 from his operations, recently fell into the 
toils of the trap. 
Realizing that he was hopelessly caught, he 
made a complete confession.

He presented a counter check on the 
bank for $75.60, together with a de­ 
posit slip filled in for $20.60. 
He also 
presented a second deposit slip for 
$3, proffering with it $3 in currency. 
He told the teller that he wanted to 
deposit the two items, that is, $3 in 
cash and $20.60 out of the check, to 
the credit of his wife, explaining that 
he had forgotten to bring her book 
but would return with It later. 
His 
cash and the check were accepted, 
totaling $78.60. 
From this sum his 
wife’s supposed account was credited 
with $23.60, the total of the two de­ 
posit slips, and he was given $55 cash 
in change. 
After the man left the bank the 
teller became suspicious due to his 
prolonged failure to return as he had 
promised with his wife’s deposit book. 
On investigation the check he had 
left was found to be worthless.

He finally 
called to ask permission to give it to 
me. 
The courtship was

veritable 
romance. 
They lived 
together 
fifty 
years. 
He taught me for six years, 
then took up the law, and I went to 
college. 
He kept me at 
it by 
hard 
work in extra hours, even against my 
desire to become self-supporting 


Yes, m y m other was a wise woman. 
She died at seventy-six, while I was 
on the 
ocean 
nearing 
India. 
Her 
blessing at our .parting 
in 1898 was 
“The Lord go with you, my boy, and 
bring you 
safely home 
when your 
work is done.” I never saw her again; 
but her hand still rests on my head, 
and her words 
have 
not lost 
their 
meaning.
